Application  for  Increase  of  Bevenues  in  Southern 

Classification  Territory 


To  the  Interstate  Commerce  Coynmission: 

1.  This  application  is  filed  on  behalf  of  all  common 
carriers  subject  to  the  Interstate  Commerce  Act,  trans- 
porting freight  and  passengers  and  operating  in  South- 
ern Classification  Territory,  who  will  hereafter,  for 
brevity,  be  referred  to  as  "The  carriers/' 

2.  The  purpose  of  this  application  is  to  call  to  the 
attention  of  the  Commission  the  need  of  the  carriers  for 
an  increase  of  revenue,  and  to  suggest  to  the  Conmiis- 
sion  the  advisability  and  desirability  of  giving  prompt 
consideration  of  these  needs,  with  a  view  to  so  adjusting 
the  rates  and  charges  as  to  permit  the  carriers  to  earn 
such  revenue  as  is  provided  by  law,  and  as  is  commen- 
surate with  their  requirement,  in  order  to  make  them 
efficient  transportation  agencies. 

3.  The  territory,  commonly  known  as  the  Southern 
Classification  Territory,  embraces  that  section  of  the 
United  States  lying  west  of  the  Atlantic  Ocean;  south 
of  the  main  line  of  the  Norfolk  &  Western  Railway 
from  Norfolk,  Va.,  to  Kenova,  W.  Va.,  thence  south  of 
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tiie  Chesapeake  &  Ohio  Railway  to  Cincinnati,  and 
thence  south  of  the  Ohio  River  to  Cairo,  111. ;  thence 
east  of  the  Mississippi  River  to  New  Orleans,  La.,  and 
the  mouth  of  the  Mississippi  River;  and  north  of  the 
Gulf  of  Mexico  from  the  Mississippi  River  to  the  At- 
lantic Ocean;  including  also  those  portions  of  the 
Southern  Railway,  Louisville  &  Nashville  Railroad, 
Mobile  &  Ohio  Railroad,  Atlantic  Coast  Line  Railroad 
and  Seaboard  Air  Line  Railway  extending  north  of  the 
northern  boimdary  and  excluding  that  portion  of  the 
Virginian  Railway  extending  south  of  the  northern 
boundary.  The  group  so  described  and  known  as 
Southern  Classification  Territory  constitutes  a  well-  - 
defined  rate  territory.  The  greater  number  of  the  rail- 
roads operating  in  this  territory  have  their  total  mile- 
age within  the  limits  of  the  group.  The  Commissicm 
has,  in  numerous  eases,  recognized  that  Southern  Clas- 
sification Territory  constitutes  a  separate  group  of 
railways  having  a  rate  structure  difOffl!«at  from  that 
which  prevails  in  other  parts  of  the  country,  and  with 
transportation,  traffic  and  commercial  conditions  and 
proUi^ns  whieh  are  peculiar  thereto. 

* 

4.  The  carriers  respectfully  represent  that  they  are 
now  operating  under  rates  for  transportation  of  frei^t 
and  passengers  whieh  were  in  efEect  on  the  29th  day  of 
February,  1920,  at  the  end  of  the  period  of  Federal 
control.  These  rates  do  not  yield  to  the  earners  suf- 
ficient revenue  to  pay  an  appreciable  return  on  their 
investment  over  and  above  operating  expenses,  and, 
indeed,  many  of  the  carriers  are  not  now  earning  their 
operating  expenses.  Owing  to  the  tremendous  increase 
in  the  cost  of  operation,  which  increase  has  not  been

accompanied  by  a  corresponding  increase  in  rates  of 
transportation,  these  earriers  will  sustain  exceedingly 
heavy  losses  imless  their  rates  are  substantially  ad- 
vanced. Most  of  the  carriers  are  now  operating  under 
the  Government  guaranty  which  will  expire  on  Sep- 
t^nber  1, 1920,  after  which,  it  is  obvious  that  they  can- 
not continue  as  efi&eient  transportation  agencies  unless 
there  is  a  substantial  increase  iu  revenue.  It  is  of  the 
greatest  importance  that  such  action  should  be  taken 
by  the  Commission  as  will  insure  such  an  increase  to  be- 
come effective  as  soon  as  possible. 

5.  For  the  calendar  year  1919,  the  Class  I  roads  in 
the  Southern  Region  earned  only  49.253%  of  their 
standard  return,  the  standard  return  being  for  those 
roads  $91 ,115,467,  while  the  net  Federal  income  earned 
was  only  $44^87  6,819.  The  carriers  are  now  confronted 
not  only  with  the  increased  basis  of  expenses  under 
whieh  they  operated  during  1919,  but  with  still  further 
increases  resulting  from  advanced  fuel  costs,  cost  of 
material,  wage  scales  already  effective,  and  other  costs. 
Oonq>aring  tibie  actual  results  for  the  calendar  year  1919 
with  those  for  the  year  1916  for  Class  I  roads  in  the 
Southern  group  it  wiU  be  found  that,  while  total  rail- 
way operating  revenues  increased  $234,656,887,  or 
58.87%,  operating  expenses  increased  $294,492,274,  or 
110.88%,  and  n^  railway  operating  income  decreased 
$76,026,522,  or  62.88% ;  and  that  while  the  operating 
ratio  for  1916  was  66.63%,  for  1919  it  was  88.44%.  It 
will  be  noted  that  this  makes  no  allowance  for  increased 
thxes  duriag  said  period, 

6.  The  bases  of  operating  expenses  in  effect  in  1919 
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do  not  fully  reflect  the,  expenses  now  confronting  the 
cairiers,  among  other  reasons  because  increases  in  fuel 
costs  and  wage  scales,  as  well  as  in  costs  of  material, 
reflected  in  the  expenses  for  1919  were  not  in  effect 
throughout  that  year,  but  became  effective  at  various 
dates  therein,  whereas,  these  increases,  as  well  as  fur- 
ther and  additional  increases,  are  now  in  effect  and 
will  remain  in  effect  during  the  year  1920. 

7.  For  the  twelve  months  ending  October  31,  1919, 
statistics  compiled  reflecting  Federal  operations  (See 
Exhibit  ^^F")  for  the  31  Class  I  roads,  34  Class  II 
roads,  49  Class  III  roads,  and  28  switching  and  ter- 
minal companies  in  the  Southern  Group,  constituting 
approximately  38,900  miles  out  of  a  total  of  43,000 
miles  (total  mileage  in  the  group),  show  the  following 
results: 

Total  operating  revenues  $577,635,493 

Totol  operatang  expenses  ..  — .  604,212,747 

Net  operating  revenue   73^,746 

After  deducting  railway  tax  accruals,  uncollectible 
revenue  and  adjusting  equipment  and  joint  facility 
rents,  the  net  railway  operating  income  for  the  twdve 
months  ending  October  31, 1919,  was  $51,208,428. 

When  the  actual  results  for  the  twelve  months  end- 
ing October  31, 1919,  are  revised  to  reflect  adjustments 
in  revenue  and  expenses  now  in  effect,  but  not  in  effect 
throughout  the  twelve  months  period,  so  as  to  adjust 
the  results  of  that  period  to  prescait-day  conditions,  the 
final  result  is  to  reduce  the  net  railway  operating  in- 
come from  $51,208,428  to  $16,269,429,  as  will  appear 
from  Exhibit  ^^C"  hereiiMtfter  referred  to. 
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8.  For  the  year  ending  October  31,  1919,  the  prop- 
erty investment  represented  by  the  book  cost  of  road 
and  equipment  and  materials  and  supplies  for  railways 
and  switching  and  terminal  companies  in  the  Southern 
G-roup  (exclusive  of  the  St.  Louis-San  Francisco  Rail- 
way) referred  to  in  Paragraph  7  hereof,  was  $2,283,- 
990,948.  Exhibit  **A''  hereinafter  referred  to  shows 
that  the  sum  of  $137,039,457  is  required  to  pay  6%  on 
this  property  investment,  as  contrasted  with  the  net 
railway  operating  income  for  the  year  ending  October 
31, 1919,  after  making  final  adjustments  to  reflect  pres- 
ent conditions,  namely  $16,269,429.  This  deficit 
amounts  to  $120,770,028. 

9.  It  is  apparent,  therefore,  that  if  the  needed  in- 
crease in  revenue  is  to  be  derived  from  increases  in 
freight  rates  and  charges,  then  tiie  same  (both  inter- 
state and  intrastate)  must  be  advanced  30.951%  to  pro- 
duce the  sum  of  $120,770,028,  the  difference  between  ad- 
justed net  operating  income  for  the  constructive  year 
ending  October  31,  1919,  and  6%  on  the  value  of  the

By  the  term  ^'net  railway  operating  income,  ad- 
justed'' is  meant  that  to  the  net  railway  operating  in- 
come of  the  railroads  in  this  group,  as  reported  to  the 
Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  there  was  added  or 
deducted  an  amount  suffieient  to  make  a  constructive 
year  at  current  rates  of  pay;  and  prices  of  important  ma- 


terials,  and  there  were  deducted  therefrom  items  in- 
cluded in  the  returns  which  applied  to  a  period  other 
than  the  year  above  stated. 

11.  The  attention  of  the  Commission  is  called  to  the 
fact  that  under  the  Transportation  Act,  it  is  discretion- 
ary with  the  Commission  whether  rates  shall  be  so  ad- 
justed as  to  yield  51/2%  or  6%  up<m  the  aggregate  value 
of  the  property  of  the  carriers  held  for  and  used  in 
the  service  of  transportation.  At  the  present  time  the 
carriers  find  themsdves  unable  to  secure  available  cap- 
ital at  a  rate  of  interest  less  than  7^^%.  This  rate  of 
interest  is  charged  even  to  railroad  companies  having 
good  credit  and  offering  sound  collateral  as  security. 
It  is  evident,  therefore,  that  the  Commission,  at  the 
present  time  and  under  the  present  conditions,  should 
exercise  its  discretion  so  as  to  provide  a  basis  of  rates 
which  will  yield  as  much  as  6%  upon  the  value  of  the 
property.  Anything  less  than  this  wiU  certainly  not 
strengthen  the  credit  of  the  carriers  or  permit  them  to 
secure  sufficient  capital  to  carry  on  the  business  of 
transportation  in  an  adequate  or  effective  way.  A  rate 
basis  which  yields  less  than  6%  upon  the  value  of  prop- 
erty will  not  give  due  consideratiQn  to  the  transporta- 
tion needs  of  the  country,  and  the  necessity  under  hon- 
est, efiacient  and  economical  management,  of  enlarging 
the  carriers'  facilities,  so  as  to  provide  the  people  of  the 
United  States  with  adequate  transportation.  The  car- 
riers ask,  therefore,  that  at  least  6%  be  adopted  at  this 
time  by  the  Commission  as  a  basis  of  return,  as  permit- 
ted by  the  Transportation  Act. 

12.  The  carriers  have  used  their  property  investment 
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account  as  representing,  for  the  purposes  of  this  pro- 
ceeding, the  aggregate  value  of  property  of  the  carriers 
in  the  Southern  Group  held  for  and  used  in  the  service 
of  transportation.  No  other  basis  is  at  the  present 
time  available.  This  property  investment  account  basis 
is  believed  to  be  substantially  less  than  the  aggregate 
value  of  the  property  in  the  Southern  Group,  and  in  the 
consideration  of  the  present  problem  this  basis  should 
be  taken  as  the  minimum  representing  the  lowest  value 
which  can  fairly  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  establishing 
a  rate  basis  to  meet  the  present  emergency. 

13.  The  carriers  have  given  consideration  to  what  ap- 
pears to  them  to  be  the  best  and  promptest  method, 
through  ihe  medium  of  increasing  rates  for  transporta- 
tion, of  increasing  their  revenue  and  of  meeting  finan- 
cial necessities  essential  in  the  public  interest  to  be 
provided  for.  It  does  not  appear  to  them,  at  this  time, 
practicable  to  increase  the  passenger  rates,  and  they 
have,  therefore,  concluded  to  recommend  to  the  Com- 
mission that  the  needed  additions  to  their  revenue  be 
obtained  by  increasing  the  rates  for  freight  transporta- 
tion. It  is  evident  that  the  total  iuterstate  and  intra- 
state freight  revenue  must  be  increased  by  an  amount 
which  will  represent  30.951%  of  the  total  freight  reve- 
nue. It  is  believed,  however,  that  the  least  disturbance 
in  the  distribution  of  traffic  will  result  by  giving  special 
treatment  to  car-load  commodity  rates  on: 

Coal  and  Coke ; 

Cement,  Commit  Plaster  and  Plaster; 
Building  Lime ; 
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Sand,  gravel,  chert,  crude  clay,  slag,  shale,  crushed, 
ground,  and  broken  stone ; 
so  that  such  rates  may  be  increased  in  specific  amounts 
according  to  the  following  table:

If,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Commission,  these  com- 
modities should  be  subjected  to  a  blanket  increase,  it  is 
the  opinion  of  your  petitioners  that  a  blanket  increase 
of  90e.  per  ton  of  2,000  lbs.  will  be  necessary  to  yield  on 
these  commodities  the  percentage  of  increase  recom- 
mended on  other  traf&c.

All  other  freight  transportation  rates,  class  and  com- 
modity, are  recommended  to  be  increased  31%. 

14.  To  meet  the  existing  emergency  and  enable  the 
carriers  to  publish  and  make  effective  as  promptly  as 
possible  the  increases  sought,  or  which  may  ultimately 
be  allowed,  it  will  be  necessary  for  them  to  use  special 
or  blanket  supplements  carrying  the  percentage  of 
other  increases  imposed. 

They,  therefore,  now  request  the  Commission  to 
waive  temporarily  the  provisions  of  its  rules  governing 
the  publication  and  filing  of  rate  schedules  insofar  as 
may  be  necessary  or  appropriate  to  permit  the  filing  in 
simplified  form  of  schedules  making  effective  the  per- 
centage or  specific  increases  in  all  rates,  and  charges 
herein  sought,  or  such  increases  as  the  Commission  may 
finally  aprove  in  these  proceedings,  by  means  of  blanket 
or  special  supplements  to  the  tariffs  to  provide  for  can- 
cellations, miniiHuin  charges  and  increases  in  rates  and 
charges  by  the  percentages  or  amounts  sought  in  this 
petition,  or,  which  may  hereafter  be  fixed,  allowed  or 
approved  by  the  Commission  in  these  proceedings. 

To  accomplish  this  and  make  effective  the  filing  of 
schedules  providing  for  the  x>ere6ntage  increase  in  rates 
and  charges  and  the  specific  increases  upon  certain 
designated  commodities  herein  requested,  it  will  be 
necessary  for  petitioners  to  have  and  be  accorded  relief 
generally  similar  to  that  authorized  by  Special  Permis- 
sions No.  45950  under  date  of  May  27th,  1918. 
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If  this  IB  pennitted,  the  carriers  will  undertake  with 

the  utmost  expedition,  to  substitute  for  these  blanket 
or  special  supplements,  tariffs  in  the  ordinary  form 
which  will  comply  with  the  Cammission's  tari^-  rules 

and  regulations. 

15.  For  the  same  purposes  and  to  the  end  that  the 
advances  herein  sought  or  such  as  may  be  finally  ap- 
proved by  the  Commission  may  be  made  effective  as  ex- 
peditiously  as  possible,  your  petitioners  respectfully 
request  that  an  oTd.er  be  enteored  at  the  proper  time  by 
the  Commission,  modifying  any  and  all  of  its  outstand- 
ing and  unexpired  orders  to  the  extent  necessary  as  was 
done  by  the  order  of  the  Commission  entered  on  May 
27th,  1918,  upon  the  application  of  the  Director  Gen- 
eral of  Railroads  for  the  purpose  of  permittmg  the 
rates  initiated  in  General  Order  28  to  be  made  effective. 

16.  Attached  to  this  application  will  be  found  a  atette-- 
ment,  setting  forth  additional  reasons  why  the  increase 
in  revenue  herein  sought  should  be  granted,  which 
statement  is  marked  Statement  No.  1"  and  is  asked 
to  be  made  a  part  of  this  application  as  fully  as  if  writ- 
ten herein. 

17.  Attached  to  this  application  are  exhibits,  consist- 
ing of  eertain  taMes  and  statistical  data,  marked  Ex- 
hibits A  to  H"  inclusive  which  are  asked  to  be  taken 
as  a  part  of  this  application. 

18.  The  Exhibits  above  referred  to  include :  a  memo- 
randum '^Exhibit  showing  all  the  Class  I  roads  and 
a  memorandum  Exhibit  E''  showing  all  Class  II,  III 


and  switching  and  terminal  companies  in  Southern 
Classification  Territory  for  which  data  has  been  com-  . 
piled  as  set  forth  in  "Exhibit  A."  But  it  is  to  be  un- 
derstood that  this  application  is  filed  on  behalf  of  all 
the  carriers  engaged  in  the  transportation  of  freight 
and  passengers  operating  iu  the  Southern  Classification 
Territory.  The  statistical  data,  however,  which  the 
Commission  is  asked  to  consider,  was  compiled  only 
with  reference  to  the  roads  shown  in  Exhibits  D  and 
E,  it  being  impossible  to  ascertain  the  necessary  infor- 
mation in  regard  to  certain  Class  II  and  III  roads.  It 
is  not  believed,  however,  that  the  results  would  be  mate- 
rially different  if  all  the  Class  II  and  III  roads  and  all 
switchinig  roads  were  included 

19.  In  view  of  the  present  situation  as  disclosed  in 
this  application,  and  the  accompanying  exhibits,  as  well 
as  further  and  additional  facts  and  information  which 
the  carriers  will  be  prepared  to  present  when  given  an 
opportunity  to  do  so,  the  Commission  is  respectfully  re- 
quested to  give  consideration  to  the  situation  in  wMch 
the  carriers  now  find  themselves,  to  take  cognizance  of 
the  present  existing  emergency  and  to  establish  or  au- 
thorize rates  so  that  the  carriers  in  this  rate  group  or 
territory  wiE  earn  jm  aggregate  annual  net  railway 
operating  income  equal  as  nearly  as  may  be,  to  a  return 
of  6  per  cent  upon  the  aggregate  value  of  the  railway 
properly  of  these  carriers  held  for  and  used  in  the  serv- 
ice of  transportation.  To  this  end,  the  carriers  offer  to 
present  such  further  additional  information  and  lay 
before  the  Commission  such  additional  fects  as  the 
Commission  may  suggest  or  require. 
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20.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  Commission 's  considera- 
tion of  this  matter,  the  carriers  respectfully  ask  that 
rates  be  so  adjusted  as  to  yield  to  the  carriers  not  less 
than  six  per  cent  upon  the  value  of  their  property, 
through  the  advances  herein  requested,  or  in  such  man- 
ner and  form  as  to  the  Commission  may  seem  right  and 
proper. 

21.  In  conclusion,  the  carriers  desire  specially  to  em- 
phasize the  need  for  the  prox)osed  increase  in  rates  to 
the  end  that  they  may  not  be  deprived  of  needed  reve- 
nue at  a  time  when  a  grave  emergency  exists,  and  when 
it  is  necessary  that  the  credit  of  the  carriers  be  firmly 
established,  so  that  needed  capital  may  be  secured  and 
the  country  be  furnished  with  adequate  transportation 
service.

Statement  of  Carriers  of  the  Southern  District. 

The  Southern  Group  of  railroads  includes  railroads 
located  in  what  is  generally  known  as  Southern  Classi- 
fication Territory,  more  definitely  described  in  Section 
No.  3  of  the  accompanying  application. 

The  Souihem  Group  of  railroads  comprises —

The  Southern  Group  comprises  a  total  main  line 
mileage  of  approximately  35,000  miles  of  class  I  rail- 
roads and  8,000  miles  of  classes  II,  III  and  switch- 
mg  and  terminal  railroads. 

Statistical  information  hereinafter  used  represents 
all  of  the  class  I  railroads,  and  in  round  figures,  2,7 60 
miles  of  class  II,  1,010  miles  of  class  III,  and  130  miles 
of  switching  and  terminal  railroads — or,iQ  other  words, 
approximately  38,900  miles  out  of  a  total  of  43,000 
mQes.  Information  has  not  been  obtainable  from  the

railro;ids  representing  the  missing  nuleage. 
Under  the  Transportation  Act  of  1920,  Section  15  of 
.  the  Aat  to  Begulate  Gommme  is  amended  to  read  as 
follows: 


"In  the  exercise  of  its  power  to  prescribe  just 
and  reasonable  rates  the  Commission  shall  initi- 
ate, modify,  establish  or  adjust  such  rates  so  that 
carriers  as  a  whole  (or  as  a  whole  in  each  of  such 
rate  groups  or  territories  as  the  Commission  may 
from  time  to  time  designate)  will,  under  honest, 
efficient  and  eccmomical  management  and  reason- 
able expenditures  for  maintenance  of  way, 
structures  and  equipment,  earn  an  aggregate 
annual  net  railway  operating  income,  equal,  as 
nearly  as  may  be,  to  a  fair  return  upon  the  ag- 
gregate value  of  the  railway  property  of  sudi 
carriers  held  for  and  used  iti  the  service  of  trans- 
portation ;  Provided,  That  the  Commission  shall 
have  reasonable  latitude  to  modify  or  adjust  any 
particular  rate  which  it  may  find  to  be  unjust  or 
unreasonable,  and  to  prescribe  different  rates 
for  different  sections  of  the  country. 

*^The  Commission  shall  from  time  to  time  de- 
termine and  make  public  what  percentage  of 
such  aggregate  property  value  constitutes  a  fair 
return  tiiereon  and  sii^  pere^tage  shall  be  uni- 
form for  all  rate  groups  or  territories  which  may 
be  designated  by  the  Commission.  In  making 
such  determination,  it  shall  give  due  considera- 
tion, among  other  things,  to  the  transportation 
needs  of  the  country  and  the  necessity  (under 
honest,  efficient  and  economical  management  of 
existing  transportation  facilities)  of  enlarging 
such  facilities  in  order  to  provide  the  i)eople  of 
the  United  States  with  adequate  transportation : 
Provide,  That  during  the  two  years  beginning 
March  1, 1920,  the  Commission  shall  take  as  such 
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fair  return  a  sum  equal  to  5%  per  centum  of 

such  aggregate  value,  but  may,  in  its  discretion, 
add  thereto  a  sum  not  exceeding  one-half  of  one 
percentum  of  such  aggregate  value  to  make  pro- 
vision in  whole  or  in  part  for  improvements,  bet- 
terments or  equipment,  which,  according  to  the 
accounting  system  prescribed  by  the  Commis- 
sion,  are  chargeable  to  capital  account" 

The  nation's  present  and  growing  business,  the  set- 
tlement of  new  agricultural  sections,  and  the  develop- 
ment of  its  mineral  resources  require  more  locomotives 
and  cars,  enlarged  and  improved  terminals,  the  build- 
ing of  new  lines  of  railway,  the  addition  of  second 
tracks  and  other  facilities.  Funds  for  the  purchase  of 
additional  equipment  and  for  the  eonstruetion  of  ad- 
ditional lines  and  facilities  can  be  obtained  only- 
through  the  sale  of  securities.  Railroad  securities  can- 
not, to  an  adequate  extent,  be  sold  on  a  basis  tiiat  is  not 
prohibitory  until  there  is  a  rehabilitation  of  the  credit 
of  railroads.  There  is  no  longer  a  foreign  market  for 
American  railroad  securities.  Today  this  security 
finds  practically  its  only  market  at  home,  where  it  must 
be  sold  in  competition  with  industrial  stocks  and  bonds 
yielding  high  rates  of  return  and  in  competition  with 
United  States  Victory  Loan  and  other  bonds,  some  of 
which  are  now  selling  on  a  6%  basis.  That  the  rehabili- 
tation of  railroad  credit  will  not  result  if  the  Commis- 
sion should  allow  less  than  a  return  of  6%  of  the  aggre- 
gate value  of  the  railroads  in  each  of  the  several  groups, 
is  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  since  the  passage  of  the 
Transportation  Act  in  February  1920,  railroads  which, 
prior  to  the  war,  were  rated  among  the  most  prosperous 
of  the  coimtry  have  been  unable  to  sell  securities  on  a 
basis  of  less  than  7^%. 
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Exhibit  ^^A"  attached  is  a  summary  of  reports  from 
31  Class  I  railroads,  34  Class  II  railroads,  49  Class  IIL 
railroads  and  28  switching  and  terminal  companies  for 
the  year  ended  October  31, 1919.  It  will  be  noted  from 
this  summary  that  the  aggregate  property  investment 
of  the  reporting  carriers  is  $2,283,990,948 ;  that  the  ad- 
justed net  railway  operating  income  is  $16,269,429,  or 
$120,770,028  less  than  the  amount  necessary  to  yield  a 
return  of  6%  of  the  aggregate  property  value.  By  the 
terms  adjusted  net  railway  operating  income"  is 
meant  that  to  the  net  railway  operating  income  of  these 
railroads  as  reported  to  the  Interstate  Commerce  Com- 
mission was  added  or  deducted  an  amount  sufficient  to 
make  a  constructive  year  at  the  rates  of  pay  and  prices 
of  important  materials  in  effect  as.of  October  31st,  1919, 
and  there  were  deducted  therefrom  all  items  included 
in  the  returns  which  applied  to  another  period.  To 
illustrate :  In  the  months  of  November  and  December, 
1918,  on  some  railroads  there  was  included  an  estimated 
amount  for  back  pay  applying  to  earlier  months  of  the 
year  and  such  amounts  as  affected  the  period  prior  to 
November  1, 1918,  were  eliminated  from  the  statement. 
Similarly  there  were  wage  adjustments  effective  in 
May,  1919,  and  later  months  of  the  year  which  were  in- 
cluded in  the  statement  in  order  to  make  such  wage  ad- 
justments cover  the  entire  year  from  November  1, 1918. 
Adjustments  were  also  made  so  that  the  cost  of  import- 
ant materials  used  during  the  year  was  included  in  the 
statement  at  as  nearly  as  possible  the  prices  in  effect 
on  October  31,  1919.  There  was  added  to  the  con- 
structive year  so  arrived  at  an  estimated  amomit  to 
cover  wage  increases  in  connection  with  ihe  orders 
issued  by  the  United  States  Eailroad  Administration 
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during  Hie  month  of  January,  1920,  particiilarly  the  in- 
creased pay  to  trainmen,  maintenance  of  way  employes 
and  clerks.  There  was  likewise  added  an  estimate  of 
the  increase  which  will  be  paid  for  fuel  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  recent  order  increasing  the  pay  of  coal 
miners.  There  was  an  allowance  made  for  the  esti- 
mated amount  to  be  received  by  the  railroads  in  South- 
ern Classification  Territory  as  additional  mail  pay  for 
the  coming  year. 

This  exhibit  also  contains  a  further  summary  of  re- 
ports from  the  same  railroads  for  the  same  year,  show- 
ing the  total  operating  revenues,  and  separately,  reve- 
nues from  freight,  passenger  and  express  traffic.  This 
statement  shows  the  percentage  increases  which  are 
needed  to  provide  revenue  sufficient  to  yield  a  return  of 
6%  of  the  aggregate  property  value.  It  will  be  noted 
that  if  the  deficit  of  $120,770,028  is  to  be  obtained  from 
freight  transportation  alone,  freight  revenue  must  be 
increased  30.951  (31)  per  cent,  and  that  if  obtained 
from  all  sources,  such  revenue  must  be  increased  20.759 
per  cent. 

Materials  and  supplies,  paiticularly  fuel,  cross  ties, 
lumber,  iron  and  steel,  used  for  maintenance  and  in 
operation  are  generally  higher  at  current  prices  than 
in  1919.  Prices  of  aU  classes  of  equipment  have  like- 
wise advanced  materially.  Therefore,  a  consideration 
of  the  results  f  the  year  1919  i&  not  truly  indicative  of 
tiie  increase  in  operating  expenses  now  confronting  the 
carriers.  However,  comparing  the  actual  results  for 
the  cai^idar  year  1919,  shown  on  Exhibit  ''B,"  with 
those  for  the  year  1916  for  class  I  roads  in  the  South- 
ern group  it  will  be  found  that  while  total  railway  oper- 
ating revenues  increased  $234,656,887,  or  58.87%,  oper- 
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ating  expenses  increased  $294,492,274,  or  110.88%,  and 
net  railway  operating  income  decreased  $76,026,522,  or 
62.88% ;  and  that  while  the  operating  ratio  for  1916  was 
66.63%,  for  1919  it  was  88.44%.  Furthermore,  the  net 
railway  operating  income  was  equal  to  only  1.88%  of 
the  property  investment  as  of  October  31, 1919.  If  the 
actual  figures  be  restated  so  as  to  reflect  current  con- 
ditions tiiere  would  be  no  appreciable,  if  any,  return, 
upon  tlie  value  of  the  property  devoted  to  public  use.
